APOLLO CLUS’S OPENING CONCERT. 


“The Messiah" Given at the Avditorium— 
Character of the Werk. 


The custom of singing Handel's oratorio, 


long been prevaient in England and is stead- 
ily growing in favorin this country, where 
it has been observed to a greater or less ex- 
tent for years in most of the large cities. The 
Apollo Club has for some years been accus- 
tomed to perform the oratorio either on or 
about Christmas, and last night sang it in the 
great Auditorium, where its concerts will in 
future be given. 

Not only was it the opening concert of the 
club’s season, but also its first appearance 
with its own enlarged membership only, the 
club having been assisted at the dedication 
of the building by an extra force, drawn 
mainly from the Cecilian Choir. Naturally 
the addition of something like 150 or 200 
singers who had enjoyed fewer opportuni- 
ties than the oid members for.acquiring ex- 
perience was rot calculated to improve the 
work of the club as a whole, but the two 
bodies of singers assimilated remarkably 
weil under the circumstances, and if some- 
thing was lost in unity much was gained in 
volume of tone and the impressiveness of 
the greater mass of voices in the heavier 
choruses of the work. It would have been 
better for the musical effect if both chorus 
and orchestra had been brought further 
forward, as a large part of the sound 
was lost in the flies. With the stage 
extended over the orchestra pit and 
the entire body brought as far forward as 
the added space would permit, the work of 
the chorus would have been considerably 
more impressive, though it would un- 
doubtedly have displeased the occupants of 
the front seats. 

Mme. Nordica was warmly received. In 
her recitative “And the angel said unto 
them,” she allowed herself the liberty of 
prolonging a tone on the word “ail,” 
changing Handel's manifest intention, and 
this not for the purpose of heightening the 
effect of the declamation, in which case it 
would have been pardonable, but for the pur- 
pose of displaying her voice, and this at the 
expense of dramatic propriety. The taking 
of a liberty such as this is deserving 
of the severest condemnation. Her 
singing of the “Rejoice Greatly’ 
and the “Come unto Him“ 
were smooth, and reasonably effective, but 
there seemed o be a want of genuine feel- 
ing. though her efforts were rewarded by 
hearty applause. The great air I Know 
that My Redeemer Liveth “ was still less 
satisfactory. Though artistically sung it 
Was much more a concert performance of the 
music than an interpretation of the senti- 
ment of the text. In the matter of warmth 
and real impressiveness it fell consideraply 
below the standard attained by some others 
who have been heard here in tue past, though 
judged from a mere technical standpoint it 
was better than some performances of the 
air that have been given in Chicago im recent 
years, Mme. Nordica’s style is much less 
suited to oratorio than to opera, and this fact 
was evident in all her work. 

Miss Gertrude Edmands sang the contral- 
to solos, giving an artistic and tastefui inter- 
pretauon. Her voice is not large, nor are 
her low notes particulariy impressive, but 
she sings with care and appreciatun. Her 
interpretations of He shall feed his flock 
and He was despised” were especially sat- 
istactory. She has a good method and sings 
witn marked feeling. Only in the first 
named, in the closing phrase, did she show 
any tendency to impure intonation. Not- 
withstanding the lightness of her voice she 
is, all things considered, one of the most 
satisfactory singers that have been heard 
here in contralto solos for a long time. 

Mr. Charies A. Knorr sang the tenor solos 
with that accuracy for which he has been so 
well known. In the air, “Thou snalt 
break them with a rod of iron,” the 
lack of robustness of tone was more 
evident than in any other portion of his 
work, but the number was given with as 
much impressiveness as existing conditions 
aliowed. His readings were intelligent and 
tastefui throughout. 

Myron W. Whitney sang the bass solos. 
His voice shows the effects of age and usage

Munroe tri to induce his 
wife to overiook all bis old offeases and ive 
with him again. Mrs. Munroe refused to 
Uster to the proposition, and her husband 
suddenly arose and said: Very well, my 
dear, you must prepare to meet your God. 
He immediately drew a S-caliber re- 
volver from nis pocket and shot at 
her, short range. The first shot went 
wide of its mark. The next shot took 
effect in her mght side and the bullet passed 
through her lung. Believing he had inflicted 
a mortal wound Munroe returned to the 
house and cut his jugular vein with a lance. 
He bied to death before assistance arrived.

A Large Quantity of Liquor Brought Over 
in Imported Baies of Bay. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. . — The smuggl'ng of 
Canadian gin in bales of Canadian hay im- 
ported into the United States isa subject the 
Treasury special agents are looking into just 
now. A large quantity of hquor which un- 
mistakably never passed through the cus- 
tom-house has been placed in Lawrence, 
Haverhill, and other towas.

in Haverhill, and the liquor was found to 
have been sold by nim to persons io Law- 
reace. The liquor was seized, but the sus- 
pected man is believed to be in Canada. The 
opportunities offered to smuggiers for bring- 
ing goods across the line in this way are due 
to the defective system of inspection at the 
Canadian line.

DESTROYING REMINDERS OF THE EMPIRE. 


Net a Trace Left of the Reign of Dom Fe- 
dro—Tronble Over a Fiag. 

Rio Janeiro Letter: In the matter of de- 
stroying all visible traces of the empire, tne 
provisional authorities have been display ing 
a weakness, if not animus, which is not alto- 
gether in keeping with their preceding acts. 
The imperial coat-of-arms and. flag first 
claimed attention, the former being ordered 
down from all public and private buiid- 
ings, together with the word imperial,“ 
which was so whiversally used. Still 
further, the Government has unwise 
ly and ungenerously ordered that the 
Dom Pedro lL” railway shall be known 
hereafter as the EHstrade de ferre Central 
do Brazil” (Brazil Central railroad), and 
that the “Pedro Il College” shall “be 
changed to the ugly title of “Instituto Na- 
cional de Ipstruccao Secusdaria’’ (Nationa! 
Institute of Secondary Instruction ). 

As the Emperor took great interest 
in both these undertakings, and as the 
retention of his name could have no 
political significance whatever, it would 
have been a just and graceful tribute to 
his memory to have retained the old 
utles. In Santos sud im other cities the 
streets and squares pamed after members of 
the imperial family were at once rectris- 
tened, and here in Rio we are 9 
similar procedure from day to day. 0 
question of the new flag, however, has been 
more difficult to settle. It was easy to dis- 
card the crown, but some of the Republican 
agitators demanded more. One of them has 
brought outa flag from Paris, which was a 
servile copy of the Stars and Stripes — 
green and yellow stripes with white 
stars (twenty) on a blue field. The 
Brazilian colors are not bright enongh for 
such a flag. and the impression it made was 
not at all pleasing. The military men, ap- 
parently, did not want so radical a change, 
and on the 19th a decree (No. 4) was isaued 
specifying that the new flag should comprise 
agreen field witha yellow lozenge in the 
center (as in the old flag), but that the im- 

rial coat-of-arms on the lozenge should 

substituted by a die . celes- 
tial sphere bearmg twenty-one stars, 
copied from the astronomical i posi- 
tion of the stars about the Southern 
Cross, ana crossed by a white band bearing 
the words Ordem e frogresso.”” Soon 
after the new flag made its appearance the 
Government gave way in the face of adverse 
criticism and ridicule—some comparing the 
celestial sphere toa “plum pudding with the 
raisins at the bottom’’—and decreed another 
flag. The last is described as the old flag 
with astar in place of the crown, but even 
yet there appears to be much uncertainty 
about it. Just nowitis reported that the 
flag of Nov. 19 will be eventually selected. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA UNDER WATER 


The Heavy EKains Contioue, Doing Great 
Damage—Several Washouts Reported. 
Los Axels, Cal, Dec 25.—The heavy 

rain of the last few days continued last night 
and the levees on the Los Angeles River 
have broken through in Lalf a. dozen places. 
The river fell some today, but the rain began 
to fall again this evening. So many railroad 
bridges have been washed away that no 
trains were able to leave or arrive here to- 
day. Washouts on the Southern Pacific lines 
are reported north of here aud east of Yuma, 
Ar. A bridge near this city on the line of 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé is so badly 
wrecked that trains cannot cross it. From 
present appearances it will be several days 
before traias on any of the lines will be run- 
ning.

THE UNITED STATES OF BRAZIL, 


Some of the Difficalties of Forming a Solid 
Union. 

New York Times: The problem which the 
founders of the United States of Brazil have 
to deal with is complex, but the vitally im- 
portant element is the danger of disinjegra- 
tion. In tavor of consolidation is thé great 
pride of the people in their country, so im- 
mense in extent, so magnificent in its natural 
resources. .Peculiarity of language, race 
prejudices, combined with this pride of coun- 
try, will contribute strongly to prevent union 
with Spanish-sveaking people by any section. 
On the otber hand there are great dissimilar- 
ities of climate and of interests, and the 
strain upon national pride and patriotism 
will be great. 

It will require a vast expenditure of money 
to afford the lines of communication essen- 
tial to the development and binding together 
of Brazil. The construction and mainte- 
nance of public highways in the interior are 
difficult. Brazil may be said, without exag- 
geration to be without, ordinary roads. The 
soll is such that with torrential rains bigh- 
ways cannot be maintained. Throughout the 
intemor whenever you leave the railway the 
pack-mule is the only means of transporta- 
uon, unless there is a navigable stream. 

Railway construction is expensive owing 
to the nature of the ground, save on the 
„ gertors — the upland sandy plains. There 
ate innumerable streams which are either 
navigable or capable of being made so. and 
a beginning in this line of communication 
has been made. 

The Government under the Empire, fore- 
seeing the absolute necessity of binding the 
country together by internal lines of com- 
munication, bad made provision for and act- 
ually begun two main strategic extensions— 
the Dom Pedro Legundo by à narrow gauge 
along and across the San Francisco Valley to 
Porto Imperial, the head of navigation of the 
Tocantins River, a distance of 800 miles, and 
aline running south from Sao Paulo to Rio 
Grande do Sul. There fare eighty kilometers 
of the Dom Pedro Legundo, now the Centra) 
of Brazil, in construction and final surveys of 
200 more kilometers completed. The other 
line had only been authorized and partial 
survevs made. 

Until the Republic is definitely founded 
and has created confidence bv its stability, 
capita] will be withbeld from Brazil. At the 
same time there is more than $1,000,000,000 of 
foreign money already invested in Brazilian 
securities and enterprises, and if the country 
1s not held togetner these millions will be 
seriously imperiled, if not lost. Hence there 
ought to be a tremendous outside pressure in 
favor of the solid union of the whole.

ATLANTA SINCERELY MOURNS THE 
DEATH OF HER BRILLIANT SON. 


The Remains Followed to Their Tempo- 
rary Resting Piace in Oakland Ceme- 
tery by the Largest Funeral Proces- 
sion Ever Seen in Georgia—His Friends 
and Admirers View the Body as It 
Lies in State—A Monument to Be 
Erected. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec, 25.—One year ago 
Henry W. Grady wrote for the Constitution 
an editorial entitiea “A Perfect Day.” It 
was a Christmas editorial, and was mych 
talked of by the press of the country. at 
Christmas day was beautiful and today was 
another such, but how different to the people 
for whom the editorial was written. As the 
sun ‘shed its last rays upon the city 
all that was mortal of Henry Woodfen 
Grady was laid to rest in Oakland Cemetery. 
There was no ostentation, no display, but 
the funeral procession was the largest that 
this State nas ever seen. It was 9 o’clock 
when the honorary pall-bearers and commit- 
tees of each of the organizations to which 


Mr. Grady belonged arrived at the 
house on Peachtree street. In the 
honorary escort there were, besides 


men prominent iu affairs in Georgia and the 
South, a number of Northern friends. The 
body lay in a beautiful casket in the large 
parlor, ana here these friends took a last 
look at ne beloved face. At 10 o’clock a 
solemn procession moved to the Methodist 
Church, where the body was to lie in state. 
Here the local members of the Chi Pni fra- 
ternity, of which Mr. Grady was the 
highest officer in the State, took charge. 
Then for four hours the public was allowed 
to pass the casket in double lines and look 
upon the face. Floral designs, which came 
trom friends everywhere, were most beauti- 
ful. Of these that given by the Consti- 
tution employés was especially noticeable and 
is mentioned because it was made after a de- 
sign selected for another purpose by 
Mr. Grady himself. It was in the 
shape of Georgia’s coat of arms, with the 
simple words, Georgia's Son.“ on the top of 
the arch, and Our Friend” at the base. 
The scenes during these four hours were 
most touching. The employés of the Con- 
stitution, headed by President Howell ana 
Business Manager Hemphill, came in a body. 
Then they went to tne house and acted as 
escort of honor to the family to the church. 
THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The services were the simplest possible. 
Tbis was at the request of the widow. Dr. 
Morrison, Dr. Lee, Dr. Barnett, Dr. Glenn, 
Gen. Evans, and Dr. Hopkins were the offi- 
ciating ministers. Reading of selections 
from the Scriptures, singing of hymus, and 
prayers by Dr. Morrison, Methodist, 
and Dr. Barnett, Presbyterian, com- 
pleted the services. The singing 
of Mr. Grady’s favorite hymn, “Shali 
We Gatner at the River“ was 
especially touching. The long procession 
then proceeded to Oakland, and in the fam- 
ily vault of W. D. Grant the body of Henry 
Grady found a temporary resting place. One 
short prayer at the vault and all was over. 
He is gone, but his words of peace and good 
will for the North and South will keep him 
alive in the hearts of ail the people. 

TO BUILD A MONUMENT TO HIS MEMORY. 

The people of Atianta have determined to 
erect a monument to the. memory of Henry 
W. Grady. A meeting of young men yester- 
day resolved on this, and raised $5,000 with- 
inan hour. Today they issued the following 
address, from which it will be seen that the 
movement will assume a national character: 

To the admirers of H. W. Grady: No charac- 
ter in history, ancient or modern, who bore an 
untitled name and fell in the ranks of private 
citizenship ere he reached his fortieth year, ever 
left behind him so many grief-stricken hearts and 
tear-stained faces or such an abiding sense of 
irreparabie loss as H. W. Grady. Measured by this 
comparison. his grand personality assumes pro- 
portuons which could not be comprehended while 
he lived. The young men of Atlanta have inau- 
gurated a movement to erect a monument to his 
memory commensurate with these proportions, 
not alone to his memory, for that is imperishable 
in the hearts of his people. but also as an inspira- 
tion to future generations of young men, guiding 
their inspiration and ambition into paths of use- 
ful philanthropy and lofty self-sacrificing patriot- 
ism.

Water Monopoly in the Far West. 

As the quick-witted Westerner stands by the 
side of one of the great rivers and looks over 
thousands of acres of desertland along its 
banks he sees a fortune in the situation. Only 
get capital enough together, organize a great 
company, dig an immense canal which will 
appropriate all the water in the river, and you 
command the whole valley. It is the position 
of the Western railroads repeated. Instead of 
waiting for settlers to come and dig little 
ditches as they need them, an immense capital 
digs one huge canal, watering thousands of 
farms, and then draws settlers by advertisement 
ana boom. So all over the West, throughout 
Colorado, in Central and Southern California, in 
Montana and Idaho, on the Salt and Gila Rivers 
in Southero Arizona, there are great companies 
with capital running into the millions putting 
this idea into effect. 

The canals they dig are twenty, thirty, or even 
fifty miles long. The largest are 100 feet wide 
ten feet deep, rivers in themselves. They 
foilow the contour of the country, running back 
farther and farther from the river as the latter 
falls away. Ine main canal gives off lateral 
branches at frequent intervals, and by an in- 
genious system of gates, crossings, and ditches 
sends water to every foot of arable ground be- 
tween it and the river. The land belongs to the 
Government, and is taken up by individual set- 
tiers at merely nominal prices under the “ Des- 
ert Land act.“ But the water belongs to the 
canal company, and itis this water t the se 
tler really pays for. —Scribdner.

Later he became a theatrical 
agent, and it was during his Career in that 
capacity that the occurrence Which he relates 
as follows took place. 

„It was in the beginning of the '70s, when 
Henry M. Stanley, after finding Livingstone, 
returned to thiscountry. At that time the 
New York Herald published daily from two 
to three columns about Stanley. while papers 
like the New York Times, World, Tribune, and 
others publiciy expressed their doubt about 
Stanley’s veracity in the matter, They went 
even so far as to publish contradictory re- 
ports, which stamped Stanley more 
or less as an impostor, who tried to 
impose upon the American public the 
greatest ‘canard’ on record. An enterpris- 
ing and wealthy New York theatrical specu- 
lator, Fred Ruilman, though, had absolute 
faith in the truth of Stanley’s statements 
and the Herald’s accounts. He engaged Stan- 
ley for a course of fifty lectures in the 
United States and Canada, at tho rate of 
$500 a lecture, and to make good his contract 
he made an advance payment on account of 
the sum of $5,000. I was appointed advance 
agent for this enterprise and began to adver- 
use in New York, Brooklyn, and Boston at 
the same time, as it was ie intention of the 
management to proceed from New York 
direct to Boston. 

„The New York Herald pushed that enter- 
prise erormousiy. Instead of two or three 
columns daily it published almost an entire 
page about Stanley, while ali the other 
dailies and weeklies in New York City, with 
the exception of the Auening Telegram, which, 
in fact, was an abbreviated edition of the 
Herald, opposed the course of lectures in a 
most categorical manner, still upholding 
the opinion that Stanley was merely an ad- 
venturer and that his discovery of Living- 
stone was the inveuuon of his imaginative 
brain. At last the evening of the lecture 
approached. 

“When Kullman saw on the morning of 
that day that the advance sale of the tickets 
did not amount to 825 he _ authorized 
me to distribute personally 500 tickets 
to the colored teachers of the pub- 
lic schools and colored ministers of various 
congregations, including also the dignitaries 
of une colored population in New York City. 
His order was carried out, but to our utter 
amazement but few of them availed them- 
selves of the invitation, and Steinway Hall, 
the evening of the first lecture of the cele- 
brated explorer on ‘Howl Found Living- 
stone,’ contained about 100 people, includiag 
ull the press representatives. 

„% But now comes tne point I wish to refer 
to. I was introduced to Mr. Stanley afew 
days previous to that evening and met him 
afterwards two or three times. 1 found him 
a most congenial, pleasant, and éxtraordinar- 
ily modest man. he evening of the first 
lecture the clock had long struck the hour of 
8, and the poor people present became uneasy 
when Mr. Ruliman asked me to go and re- 
quest Mr. Stanley to proceed with his lecture. 
ldid as ordered, and was absolutely per- 
plexed when I found the bold discoverer who 
had undergone more fatigue, trials, and 
tripulations than any other man before him, 
trembling like a school boy who was afraid 
to.face the public. He begged me to allow 
him a few more moments to coliect himself, 
He uad already partaken of a pint of cham- 
pagne and thought a second pint might place 
him right. At last he mustered courage and 
appeared before the audience. His opening 
remarks were hardly audible to those who 
sat nearest to him, and within fifteen min- 
utes the entire audience present pronounced 
him unanimously the greatest failure asa 
public iecturer that had ever been seen or 
heard of in New York. 

The mood my employer was in can better 
be imagined than described. I endeavored 
to keep away from him as much as possibie, 
when Hnally I heard his stentorian voice cali- 
ing me. ‘in twenty-five minutes the last 
train leaves for Boston. Go thither at once 
and do your utmost to change public opinion. 
I'll follow you tomorrow.’ 

J left as | was for Boston, but nonsensical 


nothing todo. An hour after my departure 
the whole country from Maine to Fiorida was 
informed by telegraph of Mr. Stanley's utter 
failure asa iecturer, and when | presented 
myself the next morning, bright and early, 
at the Tremont Temple, everybody knew that 
my mission was entirely vain and that our 
enterprise was a failure. Strange as it 
seems, Stanley desired to deliver his course 
of lectures, but poor old Rullman had enough 
of it. The honor of introducing the cele- 
brated Livingstone discoverer to the Amer- 
ican public as a lecturer had cost him nearly 
810,000.“ 


WHERE DID YOU GET THAT HAT! 


How This Popular Song Was Written from 
an incident in Ireland. 

New York dail and Express: The man who 
perpetrated that musical atrocity, ** Where 
Vid Lou Get That Hatt“ has been discov- 
ered. His nume is Joe Sullivan. He is an 
actor. This is the only thing he ever wrote. 
At te present time he is playing with a trav- 
eling theatrical company in a distant part of 
the country, and is recognized as a comedian 
of no mean ability. Fraok Harding, the New 
York music publisher, tells the story of how 
and where tne author obtained his inspira- 
tion. 

Tom O'Driscoll, the harum-scarum grand- 
son of old Murtagh O’Driscoll of Cobbynaul, 
in the County of Roscommon, Ireland, was 
famous for his personal peculiarities. One 
of these was an aversion to wearing a “ cau- 
been.“ It was Tom's delight to wander 
through the country bareheaded and bare- 
footed. The fact that he wore no shoes ex- 
cited no comment, bat his refusal to wear a 
hat was a distress to his family. The fact is 
that Tom did not really need a hat, for he 
had been provided by nature with a shock of 
luxuriant red hair. He was known tor miles 
around as the red-headed man, and his adorn- 
ment brought down upon Tom the anger of 
his grandfather, Murtagh. 

Just before his death old Murtagh con- 
ceived the idea which he was almost certain 
would bring his erring grandson to his 
**sivin schmali sinses,“ and afew days after- 
ward he died. 

Tom refused to wear a hateven at thé fu- 

neral. On the return of the family from the 
churchyard the will was opened and read by 
Father O’ Hoolahan, and to the surprise of all 
it was found that Tom inherited everything, 
including the big stocking of “goold” that 
could be found bechune the tick and the 
boulster in the ould four-posther,“ on condi- 
tion that for che remainder of his natural 
life he should wear his grandfatner's, hat on 
all occasions in the open air. 
This was regarded asa hard condition by 
Tom, but, possessing his share of good, com- 
mon sense, he accepted the inevitabie, and 
presented himself on the following Sunday 
at church, wearing old Murtagh’s hat. His 
appearance was ludicrous in the extreme. 
Having neglected to get his hair cut, the hat 
was perched on the top of a remarkabie crop 
of bushy and fiery hair, and the roars of 
laughter with which he was saluted made 
Tom almost wish he had not accepted the on- 
erous condition of his grandtather's will. 
From all sides came gibes and cries of deris- 
ion, the principal salutation being Moder 
o' Moses! Where did you get that nat?

Stanley’s Kevenge in London. 

Time is a great righter of wrongs. It was not 
many years ago that Henry M. Stanley, on his 
return from his arduous search for and his dis- 
covery of Dr. Livingstone, was received by En- 
gland with howling contempt. He was most 
outrageously snubbed by public men, abused and 
ridiculed by the press, denounced as a humbug 
by the geographical societies, and jeered 
at as a Yankee adventurer and 
swindler by the mob. He was invited 
before @ society that his pretentions might 
be exposed, and the evidence which he presented 
as to his meeting with Livingstone was freely de- 
nounced as fraudulent, and the private papers of 
that explorer pronounced to be forgeries. It is 
the same Stanley who has since then been de- 
nounced by 3 scientists as an adventurer 
and a humbug. Now the Corporation of London 
has asked him to accept the freedom of the city. 
the Queen of England sends a congratulatory 
telegram, and the wealth, brains, and nobility of 
the English metropolis are preparing to give him 
a grand reception.— Mobile Legister.

A MURDEROUS ASSAULT BALKED BY 
'A& PROVIDENTIAL ACCIDENT. 


John J. Owen’s Narrow Escape from Death 
at the Hands of a Man Who, He Be- 
lieves, Intended Robbery and Murder 
The Assallant Gives His Name as George 
Camp—In Defense of Hig Mother Jo- 
seph Voght Shoots His Stepfather. 


But fora mere mischance of the most trivial 
nature Christmas-Day might have added an. 
other sensational murder mystery to the crimi- 
nal annals of Chicago. But for this providential 
accident John J. Owen, a loan broker and chat- 
tel mortgage banker at No. 84 La Salle street, 
might have been found dead in his office, per- 
haps this morning, with his skull crushea in. 

About 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon, when 
nearly everybody was at home enjoying a Christ- 
mas dinner, a man rushed hatless out of the 
building at Nos. 84 and 80 La Salle street and 
then turned west on Washington street. Officers 
Butler and Wathier regarded this with sus- 
picion and followed. He was traced to 
a room ut No. 185 Washington 
street. The police found him hurriedly trying to 
get out ofasuitof clothes stained with blood 
and into a clean one. The man's explanations 
did not satisfy the officers, who locked him up. 

The officers then returned to the La Salle 
Street building to investigate. Mr. Owen was 
found in his office nearly unconscious from 
loss of blood. Two or three persons 
Who had heard his cries for assistance were 
there in attendance, About the room were to be 
seen many evidences of the struggle which had 
taken piace. A hammer with a broken handle 
lay on the floor, a table wus tipped over, and a 
chair broken. Thetop of Mr. Owen's head was 
beaten nearly to a jelly, and one of his fingers 
was nearly bitten off. 

On the strength of the story told by Mr. 
Owen the police refuse to book the prisoner or 
allow him to be bailed. The prisoner was 
identified by his victim. 

Mr. Owen says he bas known the prisoner for 
over a year by the names of Lee and As 
Reed he came to him a year ago and uttemptede 
to negotiate a promissory note signed by Devine, 
the milkman.; Mr. Owen said he investigated the 
matter and found the note to be a forgery. Reed 
came to his office last Monday with; a friend 
who negotiated a loan of $40 on a diamond. Reea 


an appointment with Owen to meet him at the 
office at noon Christmas and bring the watch. 
He said he wanted to bring his wife mth him 
and have her see it. 

THE FIGHT IN THE OFFICE, 

Mr. Owen reached the office about noon yester- 
day in company with a friend named 
King. Reed was waiting, and walked into the 
office with Owen and King. Mr. Owen askea him 
if he was ready to buy the watch. 

I wait until my wife comes,” he replied, 
“She will be here shortly.“ 

His wife did not appear. Mr. King staid 
about an hour chatting with Mr. Owen, and 
finally left. 

As soon as King was gone Reed said: 

„Well, I guess I won't wait aay longer for my 
wife. Lou can make out a bill of sale for the 
watch.“ N 

Mr. Owen wrote a bill of sale and signed it. 
Reed read it and made some objection. insist- 
ing that Owen should write another. Mr. 
Owen started to write another bill of sale. 

His story is that he had written about two lines 
when be was knocked almost senseless by a 
blow on the back of tne head. Reed 
had taken a hammer out of nis overcoat pocket 
and aimed a murderous blow at the unsuspecting 
Owen. The wooden handle of the hammer 

broke with the force of the blow and the iron 
head fell to the floor. 

Mr. Owen is 65 years old, but vigorous and 
strong. He staggered out of his chair and 
grappied with his assailant, who, he says, had 
caugot up the poker and was trying to get in a 
blow on Owen's head. The old man and the 
young man struggied all around the room, the 
one for bis life, the other for his liberty, Owen 
shouting *‘ Murder!” and Help!” Reed finally 
broke away and ran through the hall and outof 
the building. 

Drs. McCiure and Forbes were in attendance on 
Mr. Owen when a TRIBUNE reporter called 
at the family residence, No. 90 Washington 
boulevard, last evening. Mr. Owen was notin a 
condition to be interviewed. His injuries are of 
a serious nature. The skull was not fractured, 
but along depression was made and concussion 
of the brain was feared. Sixteen stitches were 
taken in the scalp. Mr. Owen’s age lessens his 
chances of recovery. 

TALK WITH THE PRISONER. 

The prisoner gave his name to the police as 
George Camp. His smooth-shaven face is not 
prepossessing. Camp was interviewed in his 
cell late last night. After being assured that 
Owen was not seriously injured he acknowledged 
he had no wife. When pushed to say something 
about the hammer he said be was taking ithome 
with him to fix the grate.” 

Camp, or Reed, then denied the story as told 
by Owen, and gave himself tne ontlines of an- 
other to the effect that he wanted to re- 
deem a watch which he had pledged 
with Owen, and the latter tried to palm 
of a different one on him. They quar- 
relied, the old man assaulted him, and he hit back 
with the hammer he happened to have in his 
pocket. He denied the wife part of the story, and 
was atalossto give any particulur reason for 
making an appointment with Owen to redeem 
the watch Christmas, when he was in the office 
the day before, by his own statement, and might 
have done so tnen. 

Mr. Owen is of the opinion that Reed intended 
robbery. .The fact that the appointment was 
made for Christmas, when there would be hardly 
any one in the building, makes it appear to him 
and the police a deeply planned attempt at rob- 
bery.

Pern’s Whistling Jugs. 

The silvadors, or musical jugs, found among 
the burial places of Pefu are most ingenious. 
specimens of handiwork. The William S. Vaux 
collection in Philadelphia contains a remarkable 
example of this rude and ancient art. It is com- 
posed of two vessels joined together with a clay 
stem or pipe, after the fashion of the Siamese 
twine. The stem 15 bollow; one jug is entirel 
closed up, except a small opening provided with 
a clay tube leading to the body of the whistie. 
When a liquid is poured inte the open-mouthed 
jug the air is compressed into the other 
through the opening in the connecting stem, 
whence it is forced into the whistle, the vi- 
brations producing the lovely songs of various 
forest birds peculiar to Peru and uth Ameri- 
can countries. The Clay coilection in the same 
city also contains some wonderful samples of 
ancient Peruvian art, among which are the robin 
vases and the llama jugs, the former imfating 
the songs of the robin, and the latter. being 
fashioned in the form of the llama, imitates tne 
ejection of saliva, well remembered as being one 
of that animal’s disgusting habits.— Sk. Louis 
Republic, .

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WHY THE SOUTHERN BLACKS DO NOT M- 
GRATE NORTE. 

The Nashville American thinks it a suggest- 
ive circumstance that notwithstanding all 
the assertions regarding the hardships of the 
Southern negroes “they have remained with 
„their oppressors in the South and carefully 
“avoided the company of their professed 
„friends in the North.“ It cannot be denied 
that there has been little movement of black 
population from the South to the North, and 
it is doubtful whether public aid offered to 
promote such migration could serve any good 
purpose or be a benefit to any section. The 
South, and especially the Gulf States, is the 
only part of the country adapted to the 
negroes, who have been a distinctively 
Southern, warm-ciimate people for unnum- 
bered generations. Many. negroes and 
mulattoes were brought North immediately 
after the war by officers who had employed 
them as body servants and they and their 
descendants make up the most of the colored 
population of this section. Few negroes 
make their own way to the North, but they 
are nearly all brought here. They know the 
North as a free country but with a severe, 
forbidding climate, and where harder work 
than wey have been accustomed to in the 
Sunny South is needed to gain a subsist- 
euce. 

Ex-Senator Bruce in giving his reasons 
why the Soutmern blacks should be aided to 
migrate North or West says there is now 
‘ta large surplus of colored labor in the 
South,” and in consequence wages are nec- 
essarily iow and great poverty exists.” 
Such conditions would ordinarily favor mi- 
gration, but however discontented the South- 
ern blacks may be what opportunities can they 
find in the West or North! The demand for 
labor in these sections is now supplied by 
white men, and plantation negroes could not 
enter into successful competition. with them. 
The colored men in the North now are occu- 
pied chiefly as waiters and servants and in oc- 
cupations where there is comparatively little 
competition from tne whites. There is no 
considerable demand for more labor of that 
class. The plantation negro could not come 
North and find employment as a mechanic, 
and even as a common iaborer he is ata great 
disadvantage in a climate which he finds 
rigorous and under circumstanées to which 
he is wholly unaccustomed. Cotton and 
corn raising are the only kindsof agriculture 
of which he knows anything, and he would 
he of little value as a farm hand in the 
Northwest to operate labor-saving machines. 
In the North he would need more food, cloth- 
ing, aud fuel and better shelter than in the 
South. With his labor less available than in 
the South he would have to make it more 
productive to earn a subsistence. A great 
migration of negroes from the Sunny South 
to the Northern land of ice, snow, and bDiiz- 
zards would surely lead to sore distress. The 
instinct which has’ kept the Afro-Americans 
in the South has been kinder to them tan 
mistaken philanthropists would be if they 


the North. 

The plantauon blacks should not be en- 
couraged to migrate except to some warm 
southern country where their labor would 
be immediately available, and where the de- 
manas for food, fuel, clothing, and shelter 
would not be greater than they have been ac- 
customed to. The United States has no such 
unoccupied territory, but the acquisiuon of 
the Ane island of Hayti in the West Indies 
would supply just what is needed. Hayti, 
with its tropical climate and productions, 
would furnish an admirable outlet for the 
discontented and oppressed blacks of the 
cotton States, and if it were placed under 
American control and a stable government 
established so as to make ita safe field for 
American capital and labor, the cotton 
States could soon be relieved of their sur- 
plas labor and the negroes put where they 
could better their condition. Within twelve 
months after the establishment of an Amer- 
ican protectorate over that isiand 1,000 miles 
of railway would be in course of construc- 
tion and 10,000 Southern blacks, accustomed 
to building railroads, would be employed on 
those new lines. It would not take long for 
white American capitalists and black South- 
ern workmen to develop the resources of 
that fine island. 


THE NON-PARTISAN W. C. T. V. 

The non-partisan Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance U nion ball, which was set to rolling 
in this city not long since, is rapidly gaining 
volume as it progresses, and has already at- 
tained such dimensions that its provisional 
committee feels warranted in calling a con- 
vention to be held at Cleveland on the 22d of 
January ensuing for the purpose of effecting 
a national organization and adopting a plat- 
form of principles which will represent that 
large body of women in Iowa, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Ohio, Indiana, Pennsylvania, New York, 
Connecticut, Michigan, aud other States 
who were refused recognition by the national 
convention of the old union when they 
asked for a non-partisan amendment to its 
constitution. The call of the committee sets 
torth that as harmony has become impossi- 
ble and no redress of grievances is allowed, 
there is but one recourse left, and that is to 
sever tneir connection with the parent or- 
ganization and found a new one on a non- 
partisan basis which shall represent their 
principies ana give them an opportunity to 
conduct temperance work outside of politics 
instead of longer remaining in an anomalous 
position as followers of an organization with 
which they have no sympathy. The cail 
says: 

We believe that tne work of Christian temper- 
ance stands above and beyond the lines of party 
or seet, and we cannot mage “4 the lead of the na- 
tional union in pledging our iufluence to any 
party. We must be free to call on the best men of 
all parties for the aid we need, and must have 
help to make our work a success. We must have 
the influence of the press of the Nation so far as 
that influence is o the side of God and humanity, 
irrespective of party lines. We must range un- 
der our banners the Christian temperance women 
of all sections of our Nation, which cannot be 
done by an organization whose sympathies and 
support are pledged to a party. 

We desire to organize on a basis so broad that 
prayer may be made for us in ail churches with- 
out fear of offense. The consideration of the 
public is asked. its advice is sought, and its co- 
operation is greatly desired. We invite cor- 
respondence. Letall who are interested in this 
national movement respond without delay. 


If any are ready to enlist under a non-partisan 
banner let them say so at once. 


There can be no doubt that the days of the 
old organizatign are numbered, and that Miss 
Willard will need all her influence and 
executive ability to preyent it from going 
rapidly to pieces as soon as the new organi- 
zation takes the field. It is to be regrettea 
that such is the case, for the old organiza- 
tion, Mit had been properiy managed and 
kept out of politics, would have accomplished 
a great work. It has had good results in its 
day, and it would still have been a powerful 
agency in the spread of temperance had it 
not made the fatal mistake of annexing it- 
seifasan auxiliary to tne third party and

in which they can have the right of opinion 
and freedom from the arrogance of fanat- 
icism. ; 
The old, intolerant organization has been 
slowly dwindling away for four or five years, 
and after the new union is fairly organized 
and at work on a non-partisan basis the 
process of disintegration will be much more 
rapid. There is scarcely any limit to the 
work which the new union can do for tem- 
perance when freed from the dictation and 
narrow influences of the third party. As it 
will know no political party it will command 
the respect and sympathy of the best men 
in all parties, and it will be free to confine it- 
self to temperance work without regard to 
the aspirations of this or that person for cf- 
tice or the ambition of any one to carry out 
merely personal purposes. It can do a splen- 
did work for temperance reform, and it is 
just such an organization as the country 


needs. If it is wisely administered on Chris- 


tian, temperance, moral, and non-partisan 
lines it will soon be the majority instead of 
tne minority and will become a great na- 
tional power. The time is ripe for it, and 
the address of its committee appeals to every 
woman who believes that temperance is a 
moral and not a political work.

TWO IMPORTANT VIADUCT CASES. 

The city won two victories Tuesday, one in 
the Appellate and one in the Circuit Court. 
Each case grew out of the construction of a 
viaduct and involved large sums, directly 
and coliateraily. In each there was a de- 
cision ia favor of the city, marked by sound 
law and equity. If the Supreme Court will 
consent to see things in the same light, ana 
there is no reason why it should not, the city 
will be out of what at one time looked like an 
exceedingly ugly scrape which. would have 
necessitated the levy of some heavy taxes. 

The Appellate Court case grew out of the 
construction of the Polk street viaduct. Be- 
fore the passage of the ordinance under 
which it was built a contract was made by 
the city with the Chicago & Burlington 
road, whereby the latter ia return for certain 
valuable track privileges agreed to pay all 
damages occasioned by the viaduct at Folk 
street when it came to be built. Lateron the 
road was ordered to build the viaduct, did so, 
and then claimed that the old contract had no 
application to the order of later date. The 
court held that thisdefense was wholly inequi- 
table, and decided that the road must pay the 
damages, which wiil amount to considerable 
perhaps, growing out of this particular work.

lington made was a losing one, so, when that 


fact became apparent, the great corporation 
sought to shirk its liabilities by resorting to a 
defense which would not be allowed to stand 
for a moment in any court of morals. Time 
and again the law courts have refused to 
release cities from bargains, sometimes fool- 
ish, sometimes corrupt, made in their behalf 
by incompetent or dishonest officers. Ii 
is well that’ the roads should learn to 
take a little of the same kind of medicine, 
and to understand that a bargain's a bar- 
gain, and must be made good,” whether it is 
a losing or a profitabie one. 

The other case was that of a property- 
owner who demanded $200,000 for damage 
alieged to be done to his property at Canal 
and Jackson streets by the raising of the 
Canal street grade, which was a part of the 
Jackson street bridge and viaduct improve- 
ment. He had witnesses who swore he was 
damaged $123,000, although be modestly want- 
ed the taxpayers te hand over to him 800. 
000. The city “carried the war into Africa” 
by proving conclusively that the improve- 
ment, taken as a whole, was a positive benefit 
to the claimant’s property, and that what- 
ever he might have been hurt by the raising 
of the Canal street grade was more than 
made good to him by the better means of 
reaching the South Side afforded by the 
bridge and viaduct. This is sound sense, and 
the plaintiff pught to feel thankful that the 
jury did not bring him in a debtor to the city 
for $50,000 or $60,000 of benefits which he had 
received. If the Supreme Court takes the 
same view of this case as the trial court the 
city will be saved a large sum. 


THE IDAHO AND WYOMING STATE BOOM. 
The Con gressional delegates of both Wy- 
oming and Idaho have made a statement of 


their claims for admission into the Union, 


and determined efforts are made to get up a 
boom for them in Congress. Wyoming, 
which had only 20,789 inhabitants in 1830, 
claims that she has more population than fif- 
teen of the States had when they were ad- 
mitted. But the number required with each 
zensus increases. The ratio of representa- 
tion under next year’s census will be fully 
200,000 and Wyoming has not half that num- 
ber. Her promoters claim that she has 6100. 
000,000 of actual wealth. She boasts 5,000 
miles of irrigation ditches which have re- 
claimed 2,500,000 acres of land, which is un- 
doubtedly exaggerated by more than one- 
half. They claim for her iron ore, pe- 
troleum, and coal in plenty, the latter cover- 
ing some thousands of square miles and pro- 
ducing this year 2,000,000 tons. She has a 
compulsory school system which 1s working 
well. She has held her constitutional con- 
vention without authority of Congress 
and arranged all the preliminaries for ad- 
mission; presents the compliments of her 
75,000 people to Congress ana hopes it will 
promptly let her into the sisterhood of the 
Union. 

Idaho has alse nted her claims, and 
from the equall¥ exaggerated material and 
numerical point of view—and they are quite 
captivating on paper—she claims 125,000 pop- 
ulation, and has bona fide perhaps 75,000. 
She claims 16,000,000 acres of land fit for cul- 
tivation if irrigated; 10,000,000 of forest ana 
mountain, and 20,000,000 of arid grazing 
lands, and much mineral. Her last year’s 
mineral products are estimated at 517,000,000. 
She has property of an assessed value of $25, - 
000,000, fine pine forests on the mountains, 
large herds of cattle, 434 free schools, and a 
newspaper in most of the counties. She has 
also a large and growing Mormon population 
anxiously seeking Statehood. As in Wyom- 
ing the farm lands can only be adapted to 
cultivation by irrigation, which of course 18 
very expensive and requires large capital: to 
handle. 

From the purely material point of view 
Idaho presents some ciaims for Statehood, 
but there is afatal weakness in her case as 
it stands now. It is well enough known 
that the Mormons have virtually seized con- 
trol of the southern part of the territory, 
and are now strong enough to dominate its 
politics as between the two national parties. 
Along all the streams from which irrigation 
can be most easily haa the Mormon 
farmers nave planted their Zion Stakes“ 
and they make no conceaiment of their in- 
ten ion to control and govern Idaho when 
it shall be admitted as a State, and it will be 
impossible to dislodge them. 80 long, there- 
fore, as the Mormon problem remaiis un- 
settled and the so-called ‘! saints’? can carry 
out their disloyed purposes in Idaho it is use- 
less to talk of its admission. Congress will 
never consent to it until some assurance is 
furnished that the new State will not pass into 
the hands of the Mormaa Church. The surest 
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told division of tue territory by giving tne 
panhandie to Washington, the east balf 
of the remainder to Wyoming, and the west 
half to Oregon. This would make short 
work of Mormon colonization and would be 
for the benefit of ali concerned, especially 
Wyoming. If something of this kind is not 
done, Idabo will Have to wait pending such 
time as Mormonism can be removed by leg- 
islation. If she could give undoubted assur- 
ances that the Mormans can be thwarted in 
their openly avowed purpose her case would 
be worth considering, but the American 
people will never consent to the estabiish- 
ment. of a Mormon State.

“ TROUBLE IN DE CHURCH.” 


A Motion to Expel Judge Preodergast 
Ralses a Row in a Secret Fociety. 
Chicago Herald (Dem.): A raw has arisen 
among the members of Chicagos attempt at 
a Tammany organization which seriously 
threatens its existence. Thereisa fight on 
hand that promises to radically change the 
manners and methods of the ciub and change 
it from a secret to an open society. Like 
many other things now affecting local poli- 
tics, it all came out as a natural result of the 

receut drainage elecuon. 

This society, which holds its meetings in 
the top story of the office building at the 
southwest corner of Clark and Monroe 
streets, was started a year by a few 
Democrats who had an idea Tammany 
methods could be successfully in uced in 
Chicago politics. It was a weakly infant, 
but it grew apace, and after a while the lead- 
ers of the local Democracy became members. 
It was whispered around that its purpose was 
to keep those desirous of office ‘in line,” 
and, as the natural lnference was that those 
not in line” could ara hope 
for office, there was soon plenty 
of applicants for admission. Allan C. Dur- 
borrow, a young Democrat who bas 17 office 
at room 6, Lakeside Building, and lives on 
the West Side, was chosen Grand Sachem, 
and everything was gotten ready to organize 
an imitation Tammany in Cnricago which 
would make the original society turn paie 
with envy, and, when everything was gotten 
in working order, the originators of the en- 
terprise thought they had control of an or- 
ganizauon by whicb they could, metaphoric 
ally speaking, own so much of the earth asis 
represented by Uhicago and the municipal 
limits of Cook County. 

The society was secret from thé start. The 
oath was a peculiar affair. Uu bound the taker 
to all sorts of bodily and mental torments, 
here and hereafter, if he ever revealed or in 
any way divulged or hinted at or by any 
manner conveyed an intimation of the dread 
secrets and mysterious purposes of the society. 
It further bound bim, as he valued his pres- 
ent comfortor hope of future happiness, to 
act in all things politically as his feilow- 
members should, by majority vote, de- 
cide. If they said he could run for 
an office he could run. If they said 
he could not, he must not. If it were 
voted that a certain candidate shauld be sup- 
ported at a primary, the members were to 
support him, If it were decided that any 
man or set of men were “fit and senseless” 
people to be the nominees Of a party conven- 
uon, then all members whe were delegates to 
that convention were bound to support them. 
The penalty for failure to do all this was ex- 
ewer from the society and consequent po- 
itical death. In short, the society put itselt 
up as the arbiter of the Democratic party in 
Cook County, and, as the party is in the ma- 
jority here, as the political boss of this 
immediate vicinage. 

The society heid an ax over the heads of 
politicians who did nut submit te its dicta- 
tion and join its ranks. In the nature of 
things, as soon as iis threats were noised 
around, it had many members, among them 
the leading Democrats of Chicag». ayor 
Cregier was soon gathered in. Judge Prend- 
ergast was a later accession, Dut he came 
along. Both the Winstons, John A. King, 
Walter C. Newberry, and Erskine M. Phe!ps 
are members, and so are William Fitz- 
gerald. M. C. McDonald, and other po- 
litical lights that shine 
what lower social plane.

_SWEPY BY FURIOUS SEAS. 


AN UNUSUALLY ROUGH VOYAGE EXPE- 
RIENCED BY THE AMSTERDAM. 


Severe Storms Which Badly Frightened 
7 the Passengers aud Shifted and Dam- 
aged the (argo — Eating Out of the 
Question—Jbseph Morris, Who Myste- 
riously Disappeared from Brooklyn, Ke- 
turns to His Family. 


New York, Dec. 25.—|Special.|—The black 
funnels of the steamer Amsterdam of the 
Royal Mail line, coated with brine, loomed 
up out of the mist as daylight broke this 
morning at quarantine. The appearance of 
the big vessel indicated that she had experi- 
enced an unusually rough voyage. The 
steamer arrived at the bar Tuesday evening 
and steamed slowly up to the anchorage off 

-Stapleten. She was docked at Jersey City 
today, bul the passengers Were too weary 
from their experiences in the storm-tossed 
ship to land. During the voyage the cargo 
was shifted and caused a large” amount of 
damage, and the passengers were badly 
frightened. The night of Dec. 14 there were a 
strong southerly wind and high seas, At 
midnight adark, threatening cloud-bank came 
up from the west-southwest and the ship 
was struck by a violent squall. The atmos- 
phere was charged with electricity and the 
compass on the bridge made a complete 
fevolution of the card. St. Elmo lights 
Were dancing on the topsail yards and big 
bails of fire were seen on the foresail yards. 
The violence of the storm abated somewhat 
toward morning, butat daylight Dec. 15 a 
terribie northwest gale began to blow and a 
tremendous sea was ruuning. The stegmer 
pitched about wildly all that day and tHe 216 
passengers, mostly Hollanders, were badly 
scared, Nobody could eat anything either in 
the steerage or the cabins, even if they had 
an appetite for food. On the night of Dec. 16 
the steamer was struck by a terrific hurri- 
cane from the south-southwest and 
the ship was hove to on the star- 
board tack. Mountainous seas washed clear 
over the struggling steamer, and the fires 
were nearly put out, and the engines were 
stopped to prevent accident. The ship soon 
lost steerage Way ang was pounded dread- 
fully in the trough of the sen. At last the 
crew managed to set a close-rigged jigger, so 
that the vessel was headed to get the sea in 
the weather bow. Oil bags were dragged 
over the weather side—one forward and one 
amidships—und the effect was perceptible on 
kéeping the seas from washing over the 
decks. Oil was also dripped through the 
waste-pipes, and the big waves seemed to 
pound a little less furiously after the scat- 
tering of the kerosene. 


RETURNING as FROM THE DEAD. 


Joseph Morris, Who Mysterlously Disap- 
peared from Brooklyn. Heard From. 

New York, Dec. 25.—[Special.|—The wife 
and family of Joserh Morris, No. 164 Presi- 
dent street, Brooklyn, had a much pieasanter 
Christmas than seemed to them possible be- 
fore Tuesday night. Previous to that time 
they had mourned the husband and father 
as dead, and were fully confirmed iu the be- 
hef that he had been murdered and robbed. 
A telegran that ended their longing sus- 
pense and broughtto them tidings of great 
joy was received in the evening. It came 
from Chicago, and simply stated: “I will 
start for home tomorrow.“ 

Mr. Morris disappeared the night of Dec. 
17. Whether, when he reaches home, which 
will probably be tomorrow morning, he can 
clear up any of the mystery that attaches to 
his .strange departure from New York is 
much doubted by the family. Dr. Ford, the 
family physician, said today he was cop- 
vinced that Mr. Morris had wandered away 
while suffering from temporary insanity. In 
fact, there could be, he was sure, no other 
excuse for what was a mysterious trip on the 
missing man’s part. So far as a thorough 
search by his family could disclose Mr. Mor- 
Tis had no reason to go away from home.

THE END OF A REMARKABLE Max. 
He Had Lived 123 


Years, Had Five Mas- 
ters, and Six Wives. i 

Kansas City Times: Florida papers au- 
nounce the recent death of old Unka Santa 
Quanta, hear Archer, Fia., at the remarkable 
age of 123 years. The writer had the pleas- 
ure of an interview with the old man seven 
years ago, going to his hut two miles 
from town in company with the village doc- 
tor. Some distance out we overtook an old 
aunty trudging along, who turned and made 
an old time curtsy. The doctor asked her 
name and she turned with a quizzical. look 
and exclaimed, ‘‘ Laws, honey, you’s de doc- 
tor dat’s come here and hasn't heard of al’ 
Unk Quanta yet. i’se his ole ’ooman. He's 
ole, powerful ole is de ole man, an’ he will be 
proud to see de doctor.” She begged a 
dime for bacea and off she went. The old 
woman was old Maum Nelly, Untle Santa 
Quanta’s sixth wife, who at the age of 42 
had joined ner fortunes with an old man of 
108, and, strange to say, the next year she 
gave birth to a child, but it only lived a week. 

Tue old man was found in his hut making 
busk mats, and by means of a little change 
be was induced to unloosen bis tongue and 
toll his history, which divested of its * gully 
Ungo,“ was briefly as follows: At the age 
of 16 he was decoyed into a boat that came 
up one of the rivers on the west African 
coast and was knocked down, tied, and taken 
to the coast, where he was placed in a ship 
with 300 otner unfortunate blacks. The 
ship narrowly escaped capture by“ a British 
man-ofl-war and reached Charleston just 
before the blockade in 1780. He was kept 
in @ pen With other slaves a week and then 
sold to a Georgia planter. One of his owa 
tribe, called Anna, was given to him asa 
wite. He did not take kindly to the hoe, 
but being bright and of such great size he 
was soon Made an overseer, which position 
he held under different, masters eighty years. 
His first master died about the vear 1800 and 
soon atterward his wife also died, but he 
married again. The country was soon after- 
ward disturbed by the Indian war, and by 
order of Gen. Jackson his second master had 
to emigrate, and while moving the master 
and Santa’s second wife died. He got an- 
other wife who:lived with him until the vear 
the stars fell (1833), and his third master 
Went the way of all the earth about the same 
ume, but Santa found another master and 
hig fourth wife. 

We lived happily together and enjoyed 
life the best kind,“ said Santa, when another 
war came on and my master went. He was 
killed while in Mexico and my wife grieved 
so on that account that she died. I feit power- 
ful bad about his death, but not that bad. 

Santa’s fifth master lived until the second 
year of the civil war, when he died and Santa 
and his fifth wife passed into the hauds ofa 
distant relative in Alabama. They had 
barely reached their new home when the 
near approach of the Yankees caused the 
new master to remove to Florida, and when 
freedom came it found poor old Santa 
stranded near Archer, alone. His children 
were all dead. His wife had been lost on 
the road between Alabama and Florida. 
He finally fell in with “Maum Nelly,” and 
after a briei courtship the pair jumped the 
broomstick before witnesses and by means 
of contribuuons from the white people man- 
aged to set up housekeeping. Santa made 
mats while „Maum Nelly“ picked cotten, 
dug pindars, and did old jobs. Sometimes 
‘*brer’ rabbit got cotch in the old man’s 
traps and they thus managed to live. He 
had a clear remembrance of his African 
home and he delighted to dwell upon the 
account of his boyhood days. 

The interesting story of the slave’s life was 
finished by the doctor who accompanied the 
writer on that visit. He writes that he was 
called to see Old Santa, but what for Santa 
could not tell, as he nevér had an ache or 
pain in his long life. The doctor, however 
saw at a glance that Santa's life was near 
an end, and when the doctor told him so 
his face brightened and he said: 

„Tank de good Lord for dat. I'se bin mos’ 
’fraid he done forgot ole Santa.“ 

He died the next day. 


Paris Daft on Crazy Quilts, 

Paris has goae patchwork crazy, and the fair 
dames of the Exposition city are bending their 
energies.to the manufucture of crazy quilts with 
as much devotion as ever a New England old 
maid manifested in the construction of a trophy 
for the bed of a handsome young pastor.

This man is a 
florist. He is using the prevailine 


summer weather for all he can get out of it. 
He got left last night and may be in trouble 
today. He did not wait till all the reports 
were in. He took the first forecast, made 
without knowledge of the weather in the 
Nortn, and was told that it would 
be warmer today. He was delighted and 
started home to prepare for the day’s work. 
The citizen who has been sweltering while 
this man was growing tropical flowers will 
have his revenge today. 

The weather man has no theory to account 
for the warm weather. He says there are 
two theories starting from the same given 
basis and coming to directly opposite con- 
clusions, but both can be proved correct by 
the records if you pick out the proper figures. 
So he has given up theorizing.

SPRINGER ON NEW STATES 


THE ILLINOIS CONGRESSMAN Ar- 
PEARS AS NEW MEXICO’s CHAMPION, 


He Intimates That the Democratic Minor- 
ity Wil Not Allow the Admission of 
Any New States During This Session of 
Congress Unless New Mexico Be of the 
Number—A Bill for the Admission of 
the Proposed State of Columbia—Inter- 
view with the Sangamon Statesman. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., Dec. B.- [Special. 
The irrepressivie Mr. Springer of Illinois is 
again to the fore with schemes of Territorial 
legislation. As in the last Congress Mr. 
Springer appars as the champion of Stute- 
hood for the southern borongh of New Mex- 
ico. He also gives out that no new States 
will be admitted this session, and declares 
that the Democratic minority will not submit 
to a policyon this subject which will keep 
out Territories until they agree to come into 
the Union gs Republican States. From this 
it May be gathered that the Sangamon states- 
man is squinting toward Utah as well as New 
Mexico. But Mr. Springer is a prophet with- 
out honor in his own party. Despite his op- 
position, a Democratic House was forced to 
concede legislation admitting the tour 
Northwestern States. It is absurd to 
suppose now that a Republican House will 
allow the obstruction of Hourbons of the 
Springer pattern to keep Idaho and Wyo- 
ming out it they make a showing enti ting 
them to admission. When he does not try 
to forecast the course of future Territorial 
legislation and contines himself to what has 
been done Mr. Springer gives some interest- 
ing tacts. He says: Since the adjourn 
ment of the last session of Congress Idaho 
Wyomme, and New Mexico have heid con- 
stitutional conventions, called under Territo- 
rial laws or by the Territoriai Governors, and 
have formulated Constitutions, and in laaho 
and Wyoming the Constitutiong, were sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people and adopted by 
popular majorities. In New Mexico a con- 
vention was held and a Constitution was 
formulated, but instead of suomitting it to a 
popular vote the convention submitted it to 
Congress and asked Congress to approve it 
and then submit it to a vote of the people 
of the Territory.” 

* What about Arizona!“ 

In Arizona nothing seems to have been 
done worthy of mention by the Governor, 
his report to the Secretary of tne Interior 
being silent on the subject. But tne facts 
are that tne Legislature of Arizona passed 
an act providing for the calling of a consti- 
tutional convention, the Governor to issue 
his proclamation fixing a date for the hold- 
ing of an election. But the Governor, who 
was appointed by President Harrison, re- 
fused to obey the law and thus stifled tne 
will of the poe and prevented the election 
of delegates. e no doubt supposed Arona 
would come in as a Democratic State and he 
determined to prevent it if possible. The 
Republicans will probably urge the imme- 
diate admission of Idaho and Wy- 
oming under tbe Constitutions tley 
have already framed. Bat Democrats 
will insist upon including Arizona and 
New Mexico in any admission act that may 
be passed. The difficuity in New Mexico 
seems to arise out of the apportionment for 
members of the Legislature. Since the cen- 
sus of 1880 the population of New Mexico has 
largely increased, and the increase has rend- 
ered the old apportionment based on that 
census very unjust, being so arranged as to 
secure a Repubiican majority ia the Legisla- 
ture, while the popular vote in the Territory 


might be largely Demovratic. The Demo- 
crats desire an apportionment based upon 
the actual population of today, which 


can be accurately estimated by reference 
to the popular vote cast at the general 
election. The delegate, Mr. Joseph, bas 
prepared a bill for the 9 
of New Mexico, which apportions the dele- 
gates to the convention which is to frame 
the Constitution upon the votes cast at the 
general election in 1888, when a full vote 
Was cast. If the apportionment is made oa 
this basis the people will be represented ac- 
cording to their numerical strength in each 
county. Ihave introduced a bill to provide 
for the organization and admission into the 
Union of the State of Columbia. This pro- 
s0sed State embraces the eastern half of the 
ndian Territory, the part occupied by. the 
five civilizea tribes— the Cherokees, the 
Choctaws, the Creeks, the Ciickasaws, and 
the Seminoles— and also the Osages and some 
small tribes. There are about 70,000 persons 
in this area who claim to belong to 
the tribes, but not 10 per cent of 
them have more than alk Indian 
blood.. In fact, the Indian has disappeared 
there and the intelligent white man has suc- 
ceeded him. There are alsoas many white 
people in the proposed State whodo not be- 
long to the tribes as there are citizens of 
the tribes, making 140,000 or more people in 
all. The soil is rich, the climate is delight- 
ful, the air is salubrious, and the landscape 
is beautifulin the extreme, The proposed 
State would be about the size of the State of 
Indiana, and would support as large a popu- 
lation, ifnot larger. The new State should 
bear the name of Columbia in honor of Chris- 
topher Columbus, who discovered this Coati- 
nent 400 years ago. It would be appropriate 
to admit into the Union in 1892 a State 
formed by the descendants of the original 
inhabitants of America and named in honor 
of the illustrious discoverer. It would be 
the quadricentennial State.“ 


Europe's Best Emperor. 

Whatever my own opinion of Kings may be, I 
don’t think much of Emperors. That adventurer 
Louis Napoleon became one by blood and per- 
jury, and in order to strengthen, as he imagined, 
his dynasty he dragged his country into an un- 
successful war. In Germany they have as Em- 
peror a Vain, flighty lad, whois endowed with a 
devouring wish to force on a European wer in 
order to equal or surpass the martial renown of 
his grandfather. In Russia there 18. an Emperor 
skulking in the recesses of his palace lest one of 
his faithful subjects should sboot bim, and under 
the delusion that he is God's Vicegerent on 
earth. In Turkey there is an Emperor (for by this 
term would Sultan be translated) who allows 
his soldiers and his civil servants to starve while 
he makes u pute for himself, and who encour- 
ages in his dominions the worst of atrocities, Of 
all living Fmperots, now that Dom Pedro has 
been retired — the business, the Emperor of 
Austria is the best. Heis a decent, weill-mean- 
ing man, whose chief merit is that he has shared 
power with his subjects, and quicted Hungary by 
giving it home rule. On the whole, therefore, I 
think that the most sensible course for those 
afflicted with an Emperor is civilly to conduct 
him to a ship and order the Captain to land him 
wherever he likes, provided that it be outside of 
* he was pleased to call his empire. London

A Bridge Ower the Behring Straits. 

In an age which has seen a Forth Bridge an 
accomplished fact, and a bridge from England 
to France discussed and designed, there is noth- 
ing novel or extraordinary in the project which 
is receiving gerious attention in Russia of bridg- 
ing over the Sehring Straits. The narrowest 
part of the gulf which separates Siberia from 
Alaska is only ninety-six kilometres (little more 
than sixty miles), and it so happens that there 
are islands in 2 straight line which 
would serve as points of division in the 
bridge and reduce each portion to a length con- 
siderably less than that of the proposed channel 
bridge. The compensating advantage to be 
gained by a work of such huge expense is not 
obvious, though there needs must be something 
attractive in u scheme which, if carriéd out, 
would seem to bring nearer the day when it may 
be possible to make the circuit of the globe on 
foot. But if, as we are told, the supremacy of 
the world in years hereafter is to be divided be.

In Engiand they do not have the custom and 
in France instead of going the hostess re- 
ceives. Her friends come to her with bon- 
bons, flowers, or any delicate little thing.

MRS. SENATOR SPOONER, 

Senator Spooner’s wife said: 

“The woman or girl who offers one of my 
sons a glass of wine will personuily affront 
me. For that reason I never serve wine at 
my receptions for the sake of other women’s 
sons—and daughters, too; for in many in- 
stances it has proved as dangerous for Wash- 
ington girls to drink wine as for young men. 
For my boys’ sake I never keep wine in the 
house nor drink it at any other house. It 
was a hard struggie when I came to Wash- 
ington to refuse at a dinner. I was coward- 
Iy— that is, it is really delicacy of feeling 
with a woman. She does not want to rebuke 
other people who may not have the same rea- 
sons for refusing it. It was difficult then; it 
is an easy matter now. I always allow the 
butler to flil the first glass, so that attention 
will not be attracted to my plate; then when 
he comes for the other wines I put my finger 
on my glass and he passes me. There is no 
use having the glasses filled and thus waste 
the wine. From what [ have seen, I judge 
there is as much winedrinking now ds there 
ever was, except at New-Year’s receptions. 
Fancy women think théy must even have it 
at their luncheon parties.” 

MRS. REPRESENTATIVE BURROWS. 

I have never received at any house on 
New-Year’s Day where they served wine. 
They have had coffee, checolate, tea, arol- 
lonaris water, and the next best thing to 
wine—shrub made of lemons and raspberry 
cordial. The harm is not in the wine but in 
the giving of it to young people.“

TRYING TO RAISE THE P. D. ARMOUR. 


The Big Barge Wahnapitae Used asa Pon- 
toon to Lift the Sunken Boat. 

The first word, for four weeks from the wreck- 
ing operazions in raising the sunken steamship 
P. D. Armour from the bottom of St. Clair iver 
was received last night in a special dispatch to 
THE TRIBUNE from Port Huron, which stated 
that the big barge Wahnapitae was being used 
as a pontoon to raise the sunken boat. It said 
nothing of the patent balloons which James 
Reid had planned to place in the Armour’s hold 
and thus lift her to the surface. 

Capt. W. M. Egan, when questioned Tuesday 
about the balloons, said he knew nothing of the 
operations, but a report was current that some 
of the corn in her hold could not be removed, as 
it had become caked so solidly that only _blast- 
ing would have an effect upon it. Unless the 
steamer can now be floated she is in a worse 
position so far as danger from running ice is con- 
cerued than she was in her original seventy feet. 

The plan of using the Wahnipatae was the one 
adopted betore Capt. James Reid struck the idea 
of using balloons, The big barge was to be filled 
with water sufficiently to sink her directly over 
and lengthwise of the Armour. The two boats 
were then to be securely chained together, and 
the water pumped out of the Wahnapitae. This 
would raise the Armour from the bottom and 
bring her within some ten feet of the surface. 
She could then be moved to a pcint where the 
water was not over thirty-five feet deep. The 
dispatch also stated that about half the capacity 
of the Wahnapitae had been used in moving the 
Armour about seventy-five feet toward the 
American side of the river. A further lift with 
the full capacity of the Wahnapitae will be made 
Saturday. 

CHEBOYGAN, Mich., Dec. 25.—|Special.]—The 
tugs Owen and Swain and the steambarge Mary 
Groh, the two former towing pontoons, left here 
at 8 o’clock this morning for Chicago to raise the 
schooner David Dows, sunk there. The Grob 
had over thirty tons of large wrecking chains 
washed from the deck and iostin the storm on 
Lake Huron. It blew a gale from tne south- 
west last night. With but two instances this 
is the latest passage of the straits on record.

A Card from Percival Chubb. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 24—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
As the article in today’s TRIBUNE seriously mis- 
represents my position as a lecturer and a 
Socialist, I ask you to be fair enough to allow 
me to make a few brief corrections. 

1. I am not an emissary of the English Sosial- 
ists, nor can I claim the honor of being one of 
their leaders. I am not one of their professional 
advocates.” The English socicty to which I be- 
long—tne Fabian Society of London—is in no way 


-responsible for my appearance in America, and I 


have carefully avoided saying anything to lend 
countenance to such a supposition. I am travel 
ing in America in an entirely private capacity; 
studying the social life and institutions of the 
country for private purposes; lecturing on 
literary as well as social topics for my private 
advantage. My lectures in Chicago have not 
been confined to socialism. 

2. The English socialism of which I spoke at the 
Economic Conference Sunday night is very 
widely different from the teaching of Herr Most. 
The confusion of the two should at once discredit 
your writer's presentation of English socialism 
in the eyes of every well-informed person. The 
writer of the article has either the most mis- 
taken conception of what socialism is, or he has 
resorted to an unfair artifice to damage it. As 
for the great investigator, Karl Marx, English 
Socialists do not swallow his doctrines en bloc. 
Many of them dissent from his doctrine of 
value; whilst his revolutionary methods 
have a constantly diminishing number of 
followers. 

& It is right to ascribe to socialism the desire 
to establish a codperative society, based on the 
public ownership and utilization of land and cap- 
ital (the means of life) for the common good, in- 
stead of for private gam; but it is utterly wrors 
to suppose that all private property will de 
abolished under socialism as a complete régime 
A man might accumulate private possessions 
toxeouting land of course) and save what woul: 
be the Socialist equivalent for money; be woul 
only be precluded from becoming a private cap 
tali«t, i. e., the owner of industrial capital. Ta 
writer of the article has evidently not made th 
elementary distinction between socialism and 
communism. 

4. The Iden of a dictatorship of “irresponsible 
officeholders” is quite foreign to socialism. 5So- 
cialism understands by the State the people in 
their corporate capacity, appointing tneir own 
officials or administrators, and requiring them to 
render strict account of their st«wardsbip. As 
under a coéperative system private interest and 
public interest would for the most part coincide 
there would be astrong guarantee of official in- 
tegrity. Socielism works for the consummation 
when every citizen shall realize the duties and 
responsibilities of citazenship; shall recognize 
that he is as such a guardian of the public wel- 
fare; shall be able to say, |’ état, c'est moi. 

5. When I am asked to explain how socialism 
proposes to accomplish its ends I am simply 
asked to repeat my lecture of Sunday. More 
than half of it was devoted to sketciing the prac- 
tical program of English Socialists. I tried to 
show what legislative changes they are pressing 
for now, and intend to press for in the near 
future, as bringing them nearer to their goal. 
The English Socialist is not dreaming dreams, 
scintillating moonbeams,“ or induiging in any 
other pretty eccentricities: but he is a practical 
person at work in political clubs, public bodies, 
trades unions, organizing and marshaling tne 
political and labor forces of the country. He 
can do this with such persistency because he 
works under the inspiration of a great idea and a 
lofty faith in man. He is a common-sense per- 
son who believes that we may, if we try, realize 
a society wherein human happiness, and the 
brotherliness which Christian people profess to 
believe in, and public spirit could make life more 
joyous than the antagonism and selfishness of 
the present day can ever make it. Ifthis large 
ultimate aim is not a practical one thea the 
prophets and preachers of the world whom we 
seem to honor have preached, and prophesied, 
and suffered martyrdom in vain. 

6. It would be easy to answer all the ques- 
tions put to me, but a Socialist should have re- 
gard to the claims of other interests, so I will 
conclude. If your readers think I express mere- 
ly personal views let them consult a disinter- 
ested critical work like Schäffle's Quintessence 
of Socialism,”’ recently translated by an English 
scholar, and a collection of Fabian Essays,“ 
giving an exposition ot the views of English 
parliamentary or evolutionist Socialists.

No More Liquor Selling in North Dakota. 

BISMARCK, N. D., Dec. 25.—Attorney-General 
Goodwin holds that all persons engaged in the 
sale of intoxicating liquors are doing so in viola- 
tion of the law and are liable to arrest and pun- 
ishment therefor, and have been since the admis- 
sion of the State to the Union. All the licenses 
and license-laws in force after the adoption of tne 
Constitution being repugnant to the prohibition 
article became ipso facto, null and void; and 
since that time there has been no autnority in the 
State for granting licenses for the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor. The passage of the prohibition 
bill by the present Legislature has no bearing 
whatever upon past or future offenses until it 
goes into effect July 1. 1890. 


Dakota Legisiators on an Excursion. 
BISMARCK, N. D., Dec. 25.—The excursion party 
of members of the Legislature to the Pacific 
coast got away today after a day's delay. An ex- 
tra car was placed at their disposal. The party 
will be absent about two weeks. They will take 
in Tacoma, Seattle, Olympia. Portland, Helena, 
and Spokane Falls. A similar excursion last 
year to Helena was burdened with some out- 
siders, but this one is comparatively free of 
“triends.” Last year there were some ugly res- 
olutions adopted by the members left behind, 

but this year nothing of the kind will happen.

DENVER, Cor., Dec. 25.—The Southern Ute 
Indians have just held a council of the three 
tribes relative to the treaty made by them last 
They do not 
understand why the treaty has not been carried 
into effect. They were unanimously in favor of 
the removal and resolved to ask the Indian De- 
partment for permission to send a delegation of 
Indians to Washington to urge the ratification 
of the treaty. They want to be hoardin answer 
to the objections made by the Indian Rights 
Association to the treaty.
